SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Vengeance, also known as Optical disk asian title - disk reference 
number NFM New Fashion Museum, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication originates from Japan and presents a story about a group of women 
being kidnapped by five men who take them to a remote location where they 
systematically rape and beat the women, murdering one of them. The women then 
escape and hunt down and kill their assailants. The story provides a context within 
which to present implied depictions of sexual violence which are presented in a 
salacious and gratuitous manner. 

The publication tends to promote and support the use of violence to compel any 
person to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct as addressed under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act. (FVPC Act) 

The classification of the publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as 
outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that 
is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the 
FVPC Act are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of "a free and 
democratic society" to limit the availability of publications that tend to promote and 
support the use of violence to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 
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
